Diverse Representation Priority 
The Alaska State Board of Education and Early Development (SBOE) is seeking a variety of 
applications based on geographic representation, variety of educational methodologies, 
representation of different size schools, and communities, and overall statewide 
representation.  The intent is to have a demonstration project that shows how State-Tribal 
Education Compact schools can work across all of Alaska.  The goal of the demonstration phase 
is to lead to a more permanent widely available education compacting process. DEED staff and 
the SBOE Compacting Committee will evaluate all applicants to ensure a broad and diverse 
representation. 

Final selection is made by the SBOE based on the totality of the criteria described above. 
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
